OBSERVATIONS explanatory op the accompanying RETURN. 



1. — The Commissioners of Education understand the term “ erected,” in the Order of the 
House of Commons, to apply strictly to School-houses towards the building of which they have 
contributed aid, and which are vested in trustees for the purposes of National Education. 

2. — The Return, however, includes not only the School-houses so vested, but also those houses 
secured by bonds, &c. for the purposes of National Education, towards the enlarging, iraprovrag, 
&c> &c. of which the Commissioners have contributed assistance. 

3. — The Return shows that, of 764. Sthool-houses vested in trustees, or secured by bonds, 
there are : — 

On Roman-catholic chapel ground 81 

Adjoining to - - ditto - - • - . - - 32 

Formerly Chapels, or on sites of former Chapels - - - , 4 

Connected with Nunneries or Monastic Institutions - - - 20 



4 * — The Commissioners have no means of supplying the information called for by the latter part 
of the Order, viz. : 

« The Number, Name, and Locality of all Roman-catholic Chapels which have been 
erected, or are now in progress of erection, on any plot of ground attached to any National 
School, or School which shall have received any aid from the Board of National Education 
in Ireland.” 

5 — The Commissioners Lave to observe, that they would not permit the erection of any such 
building upon ground demised to trustees for the purposes of a National School.
